I. The declaration under Rule 132 filed on 29 July 2005 has been fully considered but are not found to be convincing since the 
applied claims in applications nos. 10/361.505. 10/613.044 and 10/654,942 broadly include 3.6 to 15 wt% of an acid generating 
agent as claimed. Accordingly, the double patening rejections are not overcome by the showings and arguments until applicants 
convincingly provide an evidence that the applied claimed exclude from about 3.44 to about 15.3 together with the instant claims 
being limted to from about 3.83 to about 14.6 as shown on the record in the next filing application. It is too late for such 
amendment at this late state of the prosecutuion. 

II. Applicants state that "central sulfur in compound (A) in Sincta et a£ (5.731 .364) is not in the compounds of formula (I) of 

present claim 2". It is correct. Accordinlv. compound (A) is not applied. But, compounds of the general formula (V) on column 2. 
lines 43-60 and column 3. lines 8-18 on the record are properly applied.
